living conditioàs out on the farms. 

M the state prison farm is to be 
as big an enterprise as is pictured] 
in some of the official statements 
about it, the farm will require a 
water works system of considerable 
size to furnish water for drinking; 


Belle Glades’ water system does 
not fully meet the present re- 
quirements and it will have to be 
eniarged to provide for the in- 
crease in population that is assum- 
ed to be certain. 

The distance between . Belle 
Glade and the site of the prison 
farm is not more than two miles, 
and this distance is not so great 
as to make the. joint use of a} 
water works plant impossible. 

Whether the source of the water 
supply wold be Hillsboro canal or 
Lake Okeechobee is a detail for 
determination by experts. in such 
matters, and laymen will withhold | 
opinion until: they get opinions] 
from persons qualified to advise. 

It is recalled, however, that the} 
Okeechobee city water plant is 
near the north end of Lake Okce- 
chobee and that the distance from 
tHe lake along Parrott avenue to 
the main part of tówn is three 
miles. At Canal Point the wates|

Sonie pretty good farmers don't 
believe it, but the sunflower wind- 
breaks protected some fields of! 

It ts true 
thet some beans did not do well 
in ground where there were sun- 
flowers, but it is probable tiat the’ 
sunflowers were planted too thick 
and took too much of the plant 
food, stunting the bean vines. 

There's no getting around xt, the 
white fly likes some kinds of vege- 
tation bettwr than others; it does 
not attack English peas. Notice 
that the white fly is more numer 
ous in some kinds of weeds than 
othets; entirely absent from some 
weeds and abundant in others. That 
proves that the fly finds a plant 
that saits it to lay its eggs in and 
batch its young. A system of field 
sanitation should be effective to| 
control the pest if the farmer is 
willing to use the system.
